Xn mid-^aroh the Swstow militury Control Commission, a Swutow naval 
unit, and a Swatow anti-aircraft gun regiment formed the Swatow high 
Seas Patrol Squadron, with one small gunboat ana 5 tugboats. Each 
vessel will have 40 Chinese Communist solaiers equipped with 2 bazoo- 
£as» 2 small cannon, 4 heavy and 4 light machine guns, and a number 
of automatic rifles,, The gunboats and 3 of trie tugs also have anti- 
aircraft guns* 
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3* On 21 Bareli there were 8 small Chinese Communist gunboats in the Tinghai 
( 122-06, 30—03) area „ One of these, a 400— ton vessel* is used as a con- 
voy ship between Tinghai and Chenhai (121-42* 29-58); the other 7 are 
based at Lengshan (approximately 121-40, 29-40) and are fishing boats 
of the Marine Products Company of the former Tinghai Pishing Labor 
Lnion, each laving a capacity of 80 tons and painted grey and white. 
These boats patrol the waters in the Ch f angt ? u (322-16, 30-16), 
Shenchiaroen {122-16, 29-58), Ch' sagas u ), and Cl, oushan areas. 


4o Since late February the Yamuchou (¥, 3 ) 4 $ ) Shipbuilding Yards, Foochow, 

have been building "floating fortresses" for the Chinese Communis ts* 

By 20 3arch work > >ja ceen completed on six of these vessels. The 
"fortress" consists of three motor junks olaceu side by side and 
joined by a couinon deck of reinforced concrete on wh*ch are positions 
for small artillery pieces. According to engineers at this shipyard* 
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5o la the Hanchiaag (ll9«-05, 25~28) area civilian laborers, under tide 
supervision of army engineers, are building small junks, each with a 
capacity of 3-5 persons. As of 22 karch construction had been com- 
pleted on 340 of these junks, all of which are now in Hsinghua Bay 
(119- , 25- ), According to a Chinese Communist engineer in the 
area, these junks are to be used in attacks on Nationalist-held 
islands along the Fukien coast.
